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"BIBB'S DEMOCRACY. 


HER DELEGATSS INSTRUCTED FOR 
PIKE’S CHOICE FOR SENATOR. 


A Lively Session of the Democracy of the County 
Yesterdsy—Hon, James M. Blount Heartily 
Indorsed for Re-Election to Congress- 
Personaland Other Bits of News. 


Macon, Ga., July 31.—{Special.]—Today a 
poon the Bibb county democrats assembled in 
force at the courthowse. Colonel R. A. Nisbet 
called the meeting to order, and stated the object 
of the meeting, to select delegates tothe cougress- 
jonal and state senatorial conventions, As soon as 
the nomination of a chairman was declared in 
order Mr. J. H, Campbell nominated Hon. C. L. 
Bartlett. The nomination was seconded, and 
then Mr. Greer arose and caused a small sensation 
by attacking the supposed juggling of Pike county 
factions in round terms. 

That brought Hon. R. W. Patterson to his feet, 
and he made a strong argnment for Mr. Bartlett, 
during which time Colonel Greer arose aud offered 
an explanation of his assertion regarding the 
unfair steps taken by Mr. Redding, of Pike, to 

“PACK THE CONVENTION” 
in his own favor. Colonel Patterson continued, 
finally winding up by seconding the nomination 
of Mr. Bartlett as chairman. This was received 
with applause, and Mr. Campbell arose and de- 
nounced the statement made by Colonel Greer 
that he had been closeted with Mr, Redding as an 
ipfamous falsehood. He stated that he had been 
approached by both Messrs. Redding and Powell, 
and thet he bad told both that it would be left 
with Pike county. He claimed, in con- 
cluding, that Colonel Greers dissent arose 
from the fact that he had refused to assist Greer in 
the matter of appointment as marshal, by usi 
bis influence with Blount and Crisp, Colone 
Greer then said that the latter assertion was 

“JUST AS FALSE 

as the assertion he had made regarding Campbell 
and Redding.” 

Both gentlemen were ruled out of order by the 
chair, and asked both speakers to observe parlia- 
mentary etiquette in addressing the chair. 

Mr. Bartlett then addressed the coger 
back the aceusation of an attempt to pac 
vention. 

Judge McManus then called for the previous 
question, and that the question of Mr. Bartlett's 
nomipation be considered. 

Major J. F, Hanson was then put in nomina- 
tion, but declined. A good deal of 
confusion prevailed and Colonel R. E. 
Park was put in nomination. He declined and 
nominated Jndge Nisbet, who also declined. 

Messrs. Chapman and N. E. Harris insisted on 
Mejor Hanson’s acceptance, and Thomas Willing- 
ham supported Mr. Bartlett, and Mr. Hanson also 
urged his nomination. Colonel Greer withdrew 
his objection to Bartlett, saying he had said all he 
wished to say. Rk. W. Patterson then spoke at 
some length in fayor of Bartlett, who was put in 
nomination and ; 

UNANIMOUSLY ELECTED. 

Mr. Bartlett thanked the convention appropri- 
ately, and three secretaries, Bridges Smith,-J. B. 
Pound and M. M. Bolsom, were chosen, 

Copsiderable discussion followed on thesenato- 
tial question, and finally Colonel Greer took the 
floor and moved thatthe Bibb county delegates 
be instructed to vote for the man placed in nomi- 
nation by that delegation which was the proper 
representative of the organized democracy of Pike 
county. 

W.A. Ross seconded that motion as an amend- 
ment to the Proudfit resolutions.

following response: 

EAGLES Pass,July 30.—Your telegram just re- 
ceived. Francisco Arresures was arrested by 
sow | Sheriff Diaz at Eagle Pass by order of 
Sheriff Oglesby, on the night of the 26th instant. 
He was handcuffed and in fifte:n minutes was de- 
livered to Mexican officers across the river. Sher- 
iff Oglesby claimed that he acted on a warrant of 
county Judge Hoffstetter, who says that Sheriff 
Oglesby persuaded him to sign the order for Arre- 
sure’s arrest and ~sapiacs § There 
were no papers for is arrest 
from Mexico, except a letter from Mondragon 
captain of the state rangers in Coahuila, who made 
the general charge of horse stealing against Arre- 
tures. A protest against being delivered to the 
Mexican cflicers was strongly made by Arresures, 
who insisted that he would be killed by Mondra. 
gon, his personalenemy. He appealed to me for 

rotection on the morning of July 27,and I at once 

emanded his returnto Jexasonthe ground of 
his being kidnapped, and also had Oglesby to de- 
mand the prisoner’sreturn onthe same grounds, 
Both demands were retused by Mondragon. At one 
o'clock at night Arresures was taken from jail and 
brutally murdered by three of Mondragon's 
troops. In.j#73, Arresures made a declaration of 
citizenship in Maverick county. He ltived with his 
family if Eagle Pass at the timeof his errest, and 
he was an omhibus driver. The best citizens in 
Eagie Pass and Piedras Negras testified to his 
gocd character, and Sheriff Oglesby says he hasa 
private seen ae with Mondragon, by which 
an escaped murderer from Texas for whom a large 
reward had been offered, ,was to be delivered 
toOglesby inexchange for Arresures. Pablic in- 
dignuation is yery greaton both sides of the river 
over this affair.

Ihavethe honor to indorse a copy of a telegram 
just received from Hon. E. D. Lynn, American 
consul at Piedras Negras. This man Francisco 
Arresures has been most foully murdered by the 
Mexican authorities andit is but a repetition of 
insults and outrages committed upon American 
citizens by the people and authorities on the right 
bank of the Rio Grande. While no possible ex- 
cuse can be given for the part taken 
by the Texas officers in the illegal arrest and de- 
livery to the Mexican authorities. Still, nothing 
in palliation of the foul murder has, or can be, 
offered by the Mexican authorities. The persons 
whoever they are who were engaged in the illega 
arrest, will be prosecuted, and I demand, inthe 
name of the state and its people, that this wron 
by Mexico be at once punished. If this state an 
her people must depend upon themselves for pro- 
tection, necessary redress can and will be obtain- 
ed.

THE FEELING AGAINST MEXICO. 

DALLAs, Texas, July 31.—The feeling of 
friendliness which had begun to exist in Texas 
toward Mexico has been reversed, by the Cut- 
ting and other outrages recently brought to 
light, to one of intense resentment, with ev- 
erybody’s voice for war. The young 
men of- this and other Texas 
cities are quietly offering themselves for 
military service, if need be, and a similar 
movement, though to a lesser extent, is going 
on throughout the state.

Eversince Juan Nepomiceno Cor- 
tina, with a command of Bashi-Bazguks, was per- 
mitted by the United States to wage & four year’s 
irregular war upon the Texas” bor an idea 
seems to have prevailed in Mexico that an Amerti- 
can citizen in that countiy is a proper subject for 
the unrestrained license of the erratic Alcaldes. 

The irritatton causedin this community by the 
imprisonment of Cutting has brought to light the 
unjust imprisonment of a citizen of Dallas at Lar- 
gas last May. The victim was Mr. R. H. Fleming, 
atraveling agent for an agricultural implement 
firm in this city, representing the D. M. Osborne 
company, of Auburn, N. Y. As Mr. Fleming was 
sitting on a bench in the plaza at Largas reading a 
newspaper he was approached by a policeman wo 
asked him where he was going. r. Fleming re- 
plied that he proposed taking the stage next morn- 
ing for San Luis Potosi, where his business com- 
manded him. 

‘Senor,’’ said the policeman, ‘vou are wanted at 
the alcalde’s office.’ 

Thither they went,’and there the American cit- 
jzen was divested of his watch and chain and 
rings—in fact, of everything except his trousers 
and shirt—and then sent to apg oo Before leay- 
ing the office, he asked to be informed of the 
cause of his arrest, but received nojother reply 
than a withering stare.

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


« NEw YORK, July 31.—Another account of 


the yachting accident at Sandy Hook is as 
follows: 

Last evening ata few minutes before six 
o'clock, the schooner yacht Sarah Craig, of 
Philadelpbia, was standingin towards Sandy 
Hook. All her sails were set and she appear- 
ed tobe trying to gain shelter before the 
storm, which was threatening, broke. She had 
on board a pleasure party, consisting of eleven 
ladies and gentlemen who were enjoying a 
sail round from the Quaker City to this city. 
The sky gradually became overcast, and the 
captain took in some of her sail. When she 
was abreast of Sandy Hook the rain began to 
fali fast, and the ladies on board retired to the 
cabins, while the gentlemen set to work with 
the sails and yacht. She quickly made head- 
way and rounded the point of the hook, stand- 
ing towardsthe horseshoe. Suddenly, when 
nearing the government dock, a thunder 
squall broke with terrible violence. The 
lightning played about the rigging of the 
echooner, and the waves, lashod into a perfect 
fury by large hail stones, dashed over the 
decks. While those stationed at the point of 
the hook watched the dim outline of the 


yacht, thro ugh sheet. shesuddenly disap- 
peared from sight. She had capsized, but so 
thick rain and mist that nobody knew

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WEAVER IS HERE! 


THE PIERCE+ VEAVER MYSTERY IS 
CLEARED UP AT LAST. 


Mr. Lededen, Attorney for the Texas Lady, Finds the 
Indianapolis Undertaker in Chattanooga and 
Brings Him to Atlanta-He Makes a 
Complete Confession of Everything, 


The man who was killed in the=Georgia Pacific 
accident at the seventeen-mile tank in December 
last, was J. Woods Pierce, the Texes stock man. 

J, Pierce Weaver, the Indianapolis man, is now 
in Atlanta. ‘ 

Weaver was arrested yesterday in Chattanooga 
by Captain Couch and has confessed his identity. 
For several days past, Mr. Ladsden, ofthe law 
firm of Gertrell & Ladeden, has been tracing Wea- 
ver. On Friday he ascertained that he was in 
Chattanooga, and yesterday morning, 
accompanied by Captain Couch, left for 
Chattanooge. They reached that city early in 
the ds y, and calling upon the chief of police, made 
kDOwn theif mission. Mr. Ladsden and the cap- 
tain at once ¢alled upon Weaver. He was at his 
boayding house, and was not.ia the least expect- 
ing aby ne to face him his past record. Mr 
Ladsden, after gaining ce, did not wait 
long before informing he had come 
for. Atfirst Weaver d 
talk about the matter, but 
that Mr. Ladsden 
up with evidence tending to show that he w. 
Weaver, he admitted his name and convinced |... 
gentlemen present—if they entertained any doubts 
—that he was J. Pierce Weaver, the Indianapolis 
undertaker. Aftersecuring Weaver's admission, 
Mr. Ladsden informed him that he would have 
to come to Atlanta. Weaver protested at first, but 
when he ascertained that he would be placed 
under arrest and brought through he agreed to 
come. The party had no preparations to make for 
the journey and left on the next train. They 
reached Atlanta this morning at 1 o'clock 
py the East Tennessee train. and were metat the 
depot by Detective Bedfordand Mounted Officer 
Thompson. Mr. Ladsden, Weaver and the officer 
entereda hack and were driven to police head- 
quarters. Weaver was not chained in any 
way and had almost complete control 
of his actions. In leaving the train he walked out 
by himself, and upon the platform became lost 
from the officers. Mr. Ladsden did appear un- 
easy during the short separation from his prisoner. 
whom he found in a few minutes waiting for him 
near the ticket office. At police headquarters Mr. 
Ladsden called Chief Connolly by telephone, and 
asked that a man be detailed to watch Weaver all 
night. Sepernumerary Wright” was 
tailed to do the work, and 
was provided with a room 
Piedmont house, where he slept while the super- 
numerary kept guard at the door. 

Weaver bears noresemblance whatever to Pierce, 
the man who was killedin the accident. Weaver 
is a neat looking mechanic, and dresses in good 
taste. He was wearing a fuilsuit of dark goods 
a straw hat, apd carried a cane. He wore eve- 
glasses and his face was beardiess except for a 
heavy, brown, drooping mustache, His 
hair is yet dark and inclined tocurl. His teeth are 
wide apart and this together with his eyes make 
up his entire resembiance to Pierce. He is about 
five feet six inches talland weighs about a hun- 
dred and forty, while the dead man was 
five feet nine inches and weigh- 
ed 4 hundred and sixty pounds, 
In action and speech Weaver issiow. He is slow 
to begin a conversation too, but when he starts, 
talks freely, using good language. After he had 
been assigned to his room he was asked: 

‘‘Are you Weaver’”’ 

‘‘l am,’’ he answered. 

Mi. . Pierce Weaver, the Indianapolis under- 
taker?’ 

‘Iam J. Pierce Weaver, the Indianapolis under- 
taker. afd no other.”

case—Captain Black answered in an impas- 
sioned speech, which was, however, simply a 
plea for Neebe on the grounds given for the mo- 
tion under discussson. One of Captain Black’s 
illustrations was quite dramatic. Referring 
to the revolutionary articles and sagt oe! oe 
sented by the state, Captain Black pointed his 
long finger at Mayor Harrison, who still occa- 
pied a seat near that of the state’s attorney 
and said: “The municipal authorities knew of 
the publication of these articles, and standing 
idly by as Neebe, are just as culpable as he.” 

The court overruled the motion. Captain 
Black then, as a matter of form, he said, m 
the same motion in the case against all other 
defendants except Spies and Fischer. This 
was overruled and an exception taken. At- 
torney Salomon then rose and opened the cass

THE CONSTITUTION yesterday published a 
circular issued by the railroad commission 
that deserves notice.

But the material of which the brooms are 
made has to be brought from Chicago at a 
rate of about 59 cents for one hundred 
pounds, a distance of 751 miles. The rate 
was made at the solicitation of the Atlanta 
broom company, as the rate heretofore has 
been too high to enable the farmer to pro- 
duce the article. 


The proprietors of the Atlanta broom fac- | 


tory, in order to encourage the production of 
‘the article at home, have given to the farm- 
ers of Georgia large quantities of the seed. 
They have most gratifying reports from those 
to whom they have sent the seed, and they 
anticipate most favorable results.

production of broom corn as that of"any 
state of the union, and there is absolutely 
nothing to hinder our farmers from realizing

The broom 
factory. of Atlanta would gladly buy the 
broom corn from them. Thus the money for 
the raw material], as well as for the manu- 
factured article, would rerain in the state, 
and al] parties would thereby be benefitted. 


About Reading. 

‘The New York Nation has an article on the 
reading habit which touches some very im- 
portant changes that are now going on in 
what may be called the literary market. Mr. 
Henry Holt, a well known publisher, in his 
argument before the committee of the senate 
on the copyright bill, declared that book- 
buying habit is dying out; and 
in the English, periodicals there are 

similar complaints. The Nation com- 
menting on this, says that the decline is 
not only in serions reading, but in contiau- 
ous reading of a)) kinds. 

In other wqids there is a serious decline 
in the teadif#y habit. Fiction that is lightis 
not light @ough, and matter that was enter- 
taining forty years ago, is now suflering from 
an accumulation of heaviness. People who 
are trained in reading have been diverted 
by the nonsense they find in the newspapers 
and megazines, and this diversion has been 
accentuated in the younger generation by the 
shallow education they receive in the public 
echools, Serious books are no longer read. 
A person of liberg] taster, who would accum- 
niate a library in this day and time, fiads 


that if he would compete with his next door. 
_——_peighhor and satisfy his own family, be mast 
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invest his surplus fund in the rot and trash 
that go by the name of bric-a-brac. He may 
be intelligent enough to understand that this 
bric-a-brac business is in the interest of 
paganism pure and simple, that it is an 
offense against good*taste, and a revolt 
against art. Nevertheless, he is carried for- 
ward with the tide. Instead of buying books 
he invests in horrible pictures and articles 
that represent the culture of small boys and 
apprentices in the pottery establishments. 
He satisfies his family, but not himself, and 
though he may sometimes steal surrepti- 
tiously into the bookstores and look 


longingly at the titles of coteted books he’ 


never invests. 

There is no more miserable individual on 
earth than the intelligent man who is com- 
pelled to allow his purse to be diverted from 
the purchase of books to the pur 
chase of jugs, pitchers, and so-called 
vases. Those who are not sorry for him 
have themselves no taste and no desire to 
acquire taste. The love of books is an ac- 
quired taste, and those who are fond of read- 
ing in this day and generation may consider 
themselves fortunate, for they have a solace 
of which no contingency can deprive them. 
If they are unable to buy new books, they 
can at least turn to the old ones and therein 
find companionship. 

The north has a habit of regarding the south 
as a somewhat barbarous section, but it 
would not be too much to say that, in spite 
of the war and its disasters, more and better 
books cart be found in this part of the coun- 
try than in the north; more and better pri- 
vate libraries—though a great many of these 
have been scattered. We are sorry to say, 
however, that there has been a decline in the 
buying of books and a serious decay in the 
reading habit. The south, too, is indulging 
to some extent in the bric-a-brac craze. In 
the humblest home—in which we should 
find nothing but peace and contentment— 
are to be found the horrible Japauese screens 
and the unspeakably ygly jugs that cost 
money. Such a lack of ye as this must be 
reformed. Let us return ‘once more to the 
books.

43,ix) he calls “Pharaoh’s 
house in Tahpanhes.” The identification is 
complete. The New York Journal of Com- 
merce takes these and other facta as a basis for 
saying: 

There are doubters even among those who pro 
fess to believe in their Bibles. It is well to say 
again, that while we have had to correct Herodo- 
tus by the evidence of ancient art articles, while 
annotated editions of ancient authors are nece® 
sary because the permanent and truthful evidence 
of contemporary art shows them to have been in 
error, it has never been necessary for this reason to 
make a marginal note or correction of any state- 
ment by any of the authors of the books forming 
the Bible. Many of them treated largely of Egyp- 
tian events, manners and customs, Egypt has 
been uncovered.

Corrects Some Misrepresentations of His 
Father's Mode of Life. 
From the Chicago News. 

Corsz Hitt, Ga., July 31.—An article in 
connection with my fa'her’s death appeared late- 
ly in yourpsper. The article was entitled ‘Paul 
Hayne, the Poet,” and was printed over the signa- 
ture of J. L. Martin. This gentleman, whoever he 
may be, expressed & warm appreciation of my 
father’s poetic work and of certain traits of his 
character, but the article contains many inaccu- 
racies Which demand correction. 

1, My father’s eyes were dark brown and not 
black. 


2. Our cottage, as originally built, contained 


six and not three rooms. , 

8. Mr. Martin states that our house is “situated 
some two hundred yards from a platform at the 
railroad track, too insignificant to - enemy ere 
The platform referred to was called Forres on 
betore my —— came to oes Hill, and is situa- 
ted half a mile from our cottage. 

4, Mr. Martin writes: “Had the poet been Ccom- 

lied tosupport himself and wife and_ babies 
rom the fruits of the soil he would have labored 
in vain,’ : 

Now, while it is very true that the soil of Copse 
Hill is too unproductive to jiela stippért for a 
fawily, it is quité unirtie such support was needed 
for babies, in view of the fact that the present 
writer isthe only child of his parents, and was 
ten years old when they removed to Copse Hill, 
in 1866, It will be seen, therefore, that Mr. Mar- 
tin’s tender allusion to “fatherless children,” in 
another portion of his article, is inappropriate. 

5.. Mr, Martin writes that my fatber ‘‘was the 
most improvident of mortals,” and adds: ‘‘As il- 
lustrative of this improvidence, he would go to 
Augusta when he hadn't a dellar in the world, 
except to pay his fare, ana order the luxuries of 
life more lavishly than he did the necessities.”’ 

As the luxuries here alluded to consisted chiefly 
of corn bread, bacon, hominy, and hard tack (our 
leading articles of foo 1 during the first years of our 
residence at Copse Hill), the erroneousness of the 
foregoing charge will be apparent. 

6. Ar. Martin adds: ‘Uader his little house he 
hada small hole dug which he designated asa 
cellar,and in that he would store the choicest of 
wines and brandies, though be it said to his credit 
4 was very abstemiousin the use of these spir- 


There was no ‘small hole designated as a cel- 
lar’ under our “little honse,”’ and I never saw or 
h« ard of it until I read the sentence just quoted. 

7. Mr, Martin states that my father “had no 
neighbors, save here and there a veritable Georgia 
cracker and a few hands at a saw-mill, which my 
brother operated down at the foot of the hill.’”’ 

As a matter of fact, there was a sawmill several 
miles from our Cottage, but none at the foo: of 
Copse Hil), which fionts the railroad track. 

$. Mr. Martin writes that my father “knew 
nothing of the practical affairs of lite,’”’ and adds, 
by way of illustration, the following: ‘‘One day 
my brother found him working in his Iittle 
garden, Knowing the sterility of the patch, my 
brother suggested to Mr. Hayne that it would be a 
good thing if he would send down to the sawmill 
and get some of the muck which had accumulated 
sgainst a pile of slabs and spread it over the 

arden, Mr. Hayne politely thanked my brother 

or the donation and said he would send down for 
the muck at once. He did so, but the mill hands 
filled the air with laughter when ther saw a 
diminutive negro boy shuffling along with a peck 
measure in which to get the needed muck,.”’ 

My father never had the physical strength to 
workin our garden, and his alleged labor there is 
as much amyth as “the diminutive negro boy,” 
‘the peck measure” and ‘“‘the muck, 

9. Neartheend of Mr. Martin’s article occurs 
the following sentence, illustrative of what he 
terms my father’s ‘lack of practical common 
sense’: ‘It was even said that he could not tell a 
freight train from a passenger train, and that he 
frequently would rush down to. the little platform 
to board freight trains which never stopped there, 
thinking they were passenger trains.’’ 

Atthe time referred to by Mr. Martin freight 
trains often stopped at Forrest station, and carried 

* passengers to Augusta. But despite this fact, I have 
no recollection of my father attempting to ‘‘board’’ 
one. My father never claimed to be a practical 
man, but he was no idiot in the every day affairs

THE NOMINBES OF THE LATE 
STATE CONVENTION. 


The Career of General John B. Gordon, Candidate 
for Governor- Hon. Nathan ©. Barnett—Hon, 
Clifford aAnderson—Hon. Robert U. 
Hardeman—Hon, W, A. Wright. 


GENERAL JOHN B. GORDON 

was born in Walker county, Ga., Febraary 6, 
1822, His family 1s of Scotch descent. He 
was educated at the University of Georgia, 
but did not remain at that institution to grad- 
vate. He wanted to get married, it seems, 
and did not want to wait untilhe graduated, 
He studied law, but did not give much atten- 
tion to that profession. He turned his atten- 
tion to business, and became interested in coal 
mining in worth Alabama. He hada great 
liking for politics, however, and almost every 
campa'gn of any importance found {him on the 
stump. 

Atthe time that Georgia passed the orii- 
nance of secession he was in Milledgeville, 
and when Alabama went out of the union he 
was at Montgomery. He raiseda cavalry 
company for the confederate service in Jack- 
son county, Alabama, where he was engaged 
in coal mining. There wasno demand for 
cavalry at that time and so he formed an in- 
fautry company, which was accepted by the 
governor of the state. Thiscompany became 
known as the “Raccoon Roughs.” This com- 
pany became a part of the Sixth Alabama regi- 
ment. of which Captain Gordon was elected 
major, subsequently lientenantcalonel, and, 
in 1802, at Yorktown, Va., colonel. 

The current number of the Southern Culti- 
yator contains quite an interesting sketch of 
Gereral Gordon’s career asa soldier. It says 
that the first serious engagement in wh h his 
regiment participated was that of * jeven 
Pines,’ where it made a glorious — >cord. 
More than two-thirds of the comma :| are 
said to have been killed or wounded. The 
lieutenant-colonel, the majorand the adjutant 
were among the former. The horses of the 
mounted officers were also killed, that ridden 
by Colone] Gordon being the last to fall. The 
heaviest fatality occurred when, having taken 
the federal breastworks, the regiment was or- 
cered to drive the enemy from a dense swamp, 
strongly fortified by temporary barriers of 
fallen trees. Itwas while gallantly leading 
this charge that Colonel Gordon’s horse was: 
fatally shot, and soon after fell under him 
in the midst of a heavy musketry fire of the 
opposing forces. His escape from death was 
most remarkable, as out of 600 men 396 were 
killed’ or wounded, one company of forty 
members having only ten survivors, 

In the seven days’ battles around Richmond 
and the Malvern Hill conflict, Colonel Gordon 
commanded Rhodes’ brigade and‘ led the dés- 
Beene eee ae ne rer nett ait chore 
being first in the charge, in consequence of 
which his dead were left nearer the enemy’s 
guns than those of any other confederate com- 
mand. His losses were very heavy in killed 
and wounded, yet the survivors readily rallied 
at the cal] of their leader, and in the battle of 
Boonsboro, or South Mountain, he again dis- 
tinguished himself at their head. General 
Rodes, in his official report, declared that 
€olone] Gordon handled his regiment in a 
manner he had never seen equalled during 
the war; and General D. H. Hill reported that 
Colqnel Gordon, the Christian hero, excelled 
his former deeds at the Seven Pines and in the 
battles around Richmond. General Hill said 
his language was not capable of expressing a 
higher compliment. 

It was on the field of Sharpsburg, however, 
that General Gordon gave unmistasable evi- 
dence of his great qualities as a soldier. In 
the disposition for the battle Gordon’s regi- 
ment occupied a salient place in the confeder- 
ateline. It was his habit before taking his 
men into action to make a few remarks de- 
sighed to act upon their imagination and raise 
their enthusiasm. As General D. H. Hill was 
riding along the line jast before the fight be- 
gen, looking with evident concern at the weak 
portions of it, Gordon, anxi¥us to strengthen 
his wen in their determination to hold their 
position, exclaimed: “General Hill, you need 
not fear for this portion of the line; these men 
are going to stay here.” The men caught the 
spit ofthe words and the assurance was 
carned along the line: “Yes, we¢Ahave como to 
Stay.” 

Immediately after the battle became fierce 
andthe slaughter appalling. Line after line 
of the enemy was repulsed by this heroic régi- 
ment, witha deadly fire both on its front and 
right fank. Only six men from the whole 
right wing escaped. Colonel Gordon was 
twice wounded early inthe fight, two balls 
pecsing through his right leg, but he refased 
to leave the field. An hour later he was shot 
again, a ball passing through his left arm, ma- 
king a painful and terrible wound, from which 
he bled profusely. In this shocked and weak- 
ened condition, another ball penetrated his 
shoulder. near the previous wound, yet he 
refused to leave the field, preferring to stand 
by his fewsurviving comrades in the bloody 
contest. But soon after a fifth ball strack 
him, passing entirely through his left cheek 
end bringing him senseless to the 
ground. The courage that had defied 
ceath and kept the field with five un- 
stauncbed wounds was sublime: and the char- 
acters of heroic resolution were written, clear 
&DG stern to the last, in the pale face stained 
with bis own blood. He fell near the enemy’s 
ines, but when consciousness returned he 
managed to get back to his men, and by them 
was tenderly carried to the rear. 

Colonel! Gordon was removed to Winchester, 


aud i: was several months before he was ¢Con- ° 


tidered out of danger. His noble and devoted 
wife bursed him with a tenderness and fideli- 
ty that fvally won him back, as it were, from 
the ve ry mouth of the grave. His eroic 
conduct bad not escaped the attention of the 
superior officers, and in April, 1868, he was 
promoted to be a brigadier general and placed 
‘2 Command of what had been known as Gen- 
oral A. I, Lawton’s Georgia brigade. His first 
exploit in this new position was at Marye’s 

ii], in front of Fredericksburg, sbout @ 
month later, when he retook the heights by a 
brillisnt charge, 

_In the outset of the Pennsylvania camprign, 
Generai Gordon was with Ewell at the captare 
of Milroy’s forces in Winchester. He cr 
into Maryland and moved in front of the con- 
federatearmy on the Gettysburg, Yorkville 
aud Wrightsville pike. Entering York with 
his troops, he fonnd the population in great 
tlerm, dreading all manner of outrages, and 
the women end children making pr i 
for flight, But he quited their fears ik 
touching little speech. He soon ret to 
York and thence to Gettysburg to take part 
in the great battles fought there. On the ar- 
rival of Early’s divisien, he was sent to support 
Rhodes, whéee left was boing oot. Tae

y the same number of men. Gordon left on 
the field, counted by the inspectors, more than 
400 dead of the enemy. 

It was on the stormy lines of the Rapidan 
that he performed chief part in history. 
and achieved his great renown, In the first 
day’s fight he was in a position that drew all 
ores Seem —_, , On May 5 his command was 
on the pike ng from Orange courthouse 
to Fredericksburg. The confederate troops in 
his front had been engaged for some time, when 
vs / were overpowered and forced to retreat 
rapidly. General Ewell rode up to Gordon, 
who was quietly moving down the pike at the 
head of his.column, and said: “General Gordon, 
they are driving us; the fate of the day de- 
pends on you.” Gordon replied: “We will 
save it, general,” and immediately wheelin 
into line, he told his men what was expestel 
of them, and ordered them forward, riding in 
their front. The charge was successful, 

At Spottsylvania Courthouse, Gordon was a 
conspicuous actor in one of the most memora- 
ble and dramatic passages of the war. It was 
here that, put in command of Early’s divi- 
sion (Early taking command of A, P. Hill’s 
corps), he gave the first check to the enemy 
advancing after taking the salient held by 
General Johnson, and it was here occurred 
the affecting and noble scene when he seized 
the bridle of General Lee’s horse and re- 
fused to let him lead the Georgiansand Vir- 
ginians, placed in line for a desperate counter 
charge upon the enemy. In the dark and mis- 
ty morning, Gordon had been guided tothe 
pomt of danger by the volume of fire. Check- 
ing the enemy and throwing his little com- 
mand against the heavy tide of his numbers, 
he afterwards recaptured allthe confederate 
line tothe right ofthe salient, some of the 
artillery lost in the morning, and held during 
the day the salient, and all toright of it to A. 
P. Hill’s line, 

After this battle, marked by its monument 
of carnage, and illuminated with so much glo- 
ry to the southern arms, Gordon took part in 
the various engagements between the two ar- 
mies until June 13, when he was sent with 
Eaily to Lynchburg to meet Hunter, and after- 
eg to the valley of Virginia and into Mary- 

and, 

Returning to the army of northern Virgin- 
is, infront of Petersburg, General Gordon 
found but little opportunity to gather addi- 
tional laurels in the declining fortunes of the 
confederacy; and it only remained for him to 
share the fate which, from overwhelming 
numbers of the enemy, had now become inev- 
itable to that army which his courage, chival 
and good generalship had so greatly adorned. 
His part was heroic to the last. It was Gor- 
don’s command chiefiy engaged in the battle 
of Hares Hil), (March 25, 1565), where the 
troops “fought with a vigor and brilliancy that 
reminded one of Lee’s old campaigns,” it was 
Gordon’s command that held the last lines in 
front of Petersburg, and it was Gordon’s com- 
mand that in Lee’s final and fatal retreat was 
at the front, and gilded the last scene of sur- 
render with the spectacle of 2,000 men prepar- 
ed to cut through Sheridan’s lines at Appomat- 
tox court house, and were only stayed in the 
desperate enterprise by the flag of truce that 
concluded the hostilities of that day and sig- 
naled the close of the war. 

After the cessation of hostilities, General 
Gordon retired to the pursuits of private life. In 
1868 he was nominated for the position of gover- 
nor of Georgia, and ran against the republican 
candidate, R. B. Bullock. -The campaign was 
@ warm one, and.it was generally thought, 
and in many quarters positively asserted, that 
he was elected by some 6,000 or 7,000 major- 
ity, but was “counted out.” 

In 1873, when the legislature came to elect 
a United States senator, he was put in nomi- 
nation. Hon, Alexander H. Stephens, Benja- 
min H. Hill and others were also candidates. 
After a number of ballotings, Gordon was 
chosen, 

At the end of his term, Senator Gordon was 
re-elected, but served only one year, when, in 
1280, he resigned to engage ‘in railroad busi- 
ness. His career in the national councils 
had been conspicuously ableand inflaential. 

After a period ofnearly six years devoted 
to railroad enterprises, General Gordon hag

Nature Vereus Art--The Froubles and Accidents In- 
cident to Children-Mre. Arp Away From 
Home,and Williem inthe Role of an 
Autocrat—An Interesting Letter. 


Nature can beat art sometimes. |I’ve been to 

the theater afore now, and the players acted 
the play so natural and sympathetic that I got 
all tangled up and excited, and would cry or 
laugh just as they did; but nature can beat art 
sometimes. Just about sundown, the other 
evening, while we were all sitting in the 
piazza calm and serene, there was a wild 
shriek down at the corner of the garden, and 
it was Carl calling, and he said, Run here to 
Linton. Linton is killed; run, papa; run 
somebody, and we did run, and Mrs. Arp and 
the girls cried, Oh, mercy! Oh, good Lord! 
and all sorts of interjections and conjunctions 
at every step, and there was a wild and fear- 
ful panic when we got to the boy, and he was 
lying pale and senseless on the rocty groun#, 
with a big limb across his breit. He had 
fallen about twelve feet from tho top ofa 
venerable apple tree that, they say, was 
planted by the Indians about sixty years ago, 
I heaved the old broken limb off of tie boy 
and took him in my arms and then up 
the hill to the house, and my escort oh, oh my 
escort, with their cries and screams, de- 
moralized me fearfully. He was a stout lad of 
thirteen, this grandson of ours, and as tough 
as @ pine knot, and I knew he was hurt, badly 
hurt, but Lcan always keep calm and serene 
on such occasions if the women will let me, 
Laying him gently onthe bed, Mrs. Arp ripped 
his garments with trembling bands and 
motherly sobbings to find the flowing blood 
and the gaping wounds, and broken limbs, but 
they were not there. He was shocked and 
senseless, and breathed hard and gurgled in his 
throat, and groaned and sighed, but I had seen 
those signs before with the the other boys and 
had faith.

Nobody wants 
to tellthe same old thing the same old way 
a thousand times. Amplification is a sign of 
genius. Being knocked down and addled, is 
a big thing; but to be picked up for dead is 
heroic, 

I’ve got these children to watch now. Mrs, 
Arp has gone to visit her old home in Gwin- 
nett, and she eave me‘awhole catalogue of 
admonitions and ordifations and recapituls- 
tions, which I’ve forgotten already. She has 
gone to see brothers and their wives and chil- 
dren, and the dear old home where her father

king. What a sacred temple was that old fam- 
ily room, It was the court where she brought 
al} her childish troubles and got comfort.
